Fannie B. Ward, the talented and fear­ 
less correspondent of the R e c o rd U n io n , 
who is traveling over South America and 
furnishing cur readers with entertaining 
and reliable information in regard to the 
countries south of ns, in a private letter to 
the managers of this paper, dated Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, November llih , says, among 
other things : 
Now and then a copy of the R ecobd- 
Union reaches us in our wanderings, and 
always affords us both a great deal of pleas­ 
ure. You remember, perhaps, that one of 
my daughters (Fannie Jr.), accompanies 
me on this journey as my stenographer. 
There have been some breaks in the series 
of the South American letters, but only 
when we found ourselves in out-of-tbe-wav 
places, where there were absolutely no 
postal facilities. For example, we have 
crossed the Andes several times,you know, 
each time nearly living in our saddles from 
three to five weeks, and hardly encounter­ 
ing a house (except the Government tam- 
pas), much less a postoffice. 
Onr recent journey 
through Smith's 
Channel and the Straits of Magellan in ­ 
cluded a fortnight’s cruise 
among the 
isiands of the Terra del Fuego group, and 
off the western coast of what used to be 
l’atagonia; besides a s’op at Tunta Arenas, 
the mcst southerly town on the globe, and 
a run to the Falkland Islands. 
Then we 
had a long journey up the Rio de la Plata, 
the Parana and Paraguay rivers; another 
into the interior of the Argentine Repub­ 
lic, to visit the ostric i end sheep farms and 
cattle ranges ; and to Asceccion. the Capi­ 
tal of Paraguay. And we are soon to make 
another, longer trip, to the far regions of 
the upper Amazons. 
I will do my best, 
however, toward sending the MSS. as regu­ 
larly as possible. 
When they are slow in 
coming, 
or 
don’t 
come at all, you 
may bé reasonably certain that it is be­ 
cause we 
are "stuck”—temporarily—in 
some benighted section from which we will 
emerge in good time. I can sately promise 
that the letters will increase in interest 
from now on, as I have at last laboriously 
waded through the more prosy parts, not 
feeling justified in omitting them, though 
conscious that the manuscripts were some­ 
times dull and not up to tbe murk. 
There is little yellow fever yet in Rio,but 
the weather is excessively hot. 
Yesterday, 
after a regular scorcher, Fannie and I went 
out for a ride, between four and six o'clcck; 
and in that less than two hours’ tim e we 
saw eight funeral processions, and one 
corpse 
beiDg 
carried 
ou 
a curtained 
stretcher. 
The first Congress of the new Republic 
convenes on the ldih icst.. and preparations 
are in progress for a grand celebration to 
last several days. 
Tbe Republic will die 
young, like the good little boys in Sunday- 
school books, but not from the same rea­ 
son. The people are too lazy and unstable 
to govern themselves, and if good old Dom 
Pedro was to return to-morrow he would 
be welcome 
with 
open 
arms. 
The 
Government seems to have gone actually 
crazy, 
and 
continues 
to 
band 
oat 
concession after concession, and appropria­ 
tion after appropriation to whoever asks for 
one, u t’erly oblivicu3 of a limit—though 
within the last month more than twenty 
times as much money as the country is 
worth has been promised in that way. 
A 
grand crash will come some day. The 
Argentine Republic is even worse off, hav­ 
ing literally ‘‘boomed’’ to death. Its army 
is completely demoralized, and war is 
threatened with Chile; exchange is at such 
a rate that for every one of our American 
dollars we received' at the Argentine banks 
$3 14 of theirs. 
Business failures and sui­ 
cides are pitifully numerous, snd the hordes 
of emigrants they Epent so mnch money to 
secure are rushing away by shiploads. One 
year in these conntries has taught us to 
appreciate the United States as never be­ 
fore.

A second report of the fight, received at Den­ 
ver, 6ays that the soldiers were outnum bered by 
their dusky foes and am azed at the effective­ 
ness oi the rain of lead th at was poured forth 
lrom their weapons, but not for a m om ent did 
they think of retreat, but stood lacing the sav­ 
ages determ ined to wiu or be com pletely an n i­ 
hilated. Tor a long tim e the odds seemed to 
favor the redskins, but the superior discipline 
Of the cavalry at last began to tell, and the In­ 
dians, losing their nerve at seeing their com­ 
rades mowed down in great numbers, finally 
broke and ran from the field, their rout being 
complete. The troops were not slow to follow 
up their advantage and they chased the retreat­ 
ing enem y several miles and sent many a bul­ 
let after the fleeing savages, not a few of which 
caused the reskins they hit to join their late 
chief in the happy hunting grounds. 
W ash in g t o n, December 17th —No inform a­ 
tion has been received at the War Departm ent 
iu regard to the reported fight in which two 
ofiicers aud fifty m en are said to have beeu 
killed. The report is discredited. 


PEACEABLE MEANS EXHAUSTED • 
W ashington, December 17th.—General Scho­ 
field this m orning received a telecram lrom 
General Miles, dated LoDg Pine. N- b , Decem­ 
ber 10th, as follows : “General Brooze reports 
Two Strike and about eight hundred lnaians 
now cam ped at Pine Ridge Agency, and these, 
w ith other Indians at Pice Ridge liud Rosebud, 
are all that c a ii be draw n out o f the disaffected 
camp. The others are defiant and hostile, and 
are determ ined to go to war, and he has no hope 
that any o h er effort at pacification would be 
suecessíoL He estim ates the num ber of m en in 
the hostile cam e iu the Bad Lands ut 50. Gen­ 
eral Rugger’s estim ate represents 200 m eu on 
the Cheyenne river and 3oO at Standing Rock 
Reservation, who would have beeu liable to 
leave before the death of Sitting 3all, m akiD g 
in all 750 m en. Every possible m eans are ex ­ 
hausted to retain arid restrain friendly Indians 
on the reservation. The 16,100 Sioux who have 
been restrained aud professed loyalty should 
have positive assurance, w ith the least possible 
delay, that t i e Government w ill perform and 
fulfill its treaty obligations.”

We are informed that we w ill have reinforce­ 
m ents this evening of four more troops, which 
will m ake the com pany '250 strong, and it is 
uuderstood that General Carr w ill leave Rapid 
City for this place to-day w ith four more troops.

A heavy storm is prevailing along the New 
Jersey coast to-day. 
At A tlantic City the tide was the highest of 
the season. 
At Ashburv Park and Long B anch great 
dam age was done. 
Poughkeepsie reports a heavy storm of snow, 
hail and raiu along the Hudson all day and to­ 
night. Train* are delayed. The heaviest snow­ 
storm for years is raging at Lock Haven, l’a., 
and at Baltim ore 'h e wind is blowing forty 
m iles an hour aud is accom panied by rain. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad reports snow 
ten inches deep ou the U aiper's Ferry division. 
The telegraph service is badly crippled. 
At Staunton, Va , three feet of miow fell and 
all the trains are blccked. 
Pi t sb y r g, December - 17th.—The telegraph, 
telephone and electric-light wires are down, 
and buriness is practically suspended.

tbe railroads no freight trains were running, 
and passenger trains th at struggled through 
were late from one to six hours.

IN THE SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 17th.—The m orning 
hour having cvxiired without anything of im ­ 
portance having been done, the Senate r-sum ed 
consideration of the election bili and Dolph re­ 
sum ed his speech of yesterday upon the subject. 
Dolph held It to be the duty ot Congress, 
“w ith m alice towards none and w ith charity 
for all,” to exercise to the fullest exteut the 
powers under the Constitution to secure to every 
citizen ot tne United Sta.es, native or foreign 
born, w hile or black, rich or poor, free exercise 
of all his rights under the Constitution. 
Eustis said he would put a question to th e 
Senator from Oregon aud would ask a frank 
answ er. The question was : If the im m igration 
of Chinese had not been prohibited and there 
were a m illion and a h alf Chinam en iu Oregon 
who had the right of suffrage, aud who estab­ 
lished in Oregon a Chinese State Government, 
and if the people of Oregon had overthrown 
that Chinese Government and re established 
white political suprem acy, would he (Dolph) in 
such a case advocate the passage of a law by 
Congress, the intent and effect of which would 
be to encourage, stim ulate and sustain those 
Chinam en in an effort lo recover political 
power ? 
Dolph said th at was precisely the argum ent of 
a m an ou the Democratic side of the cham ber. 
Eustis—Will the Senator answer my ques­ 
tion ? 
Dolpli—Am I going to be interrupted? 
Eustis—But I request the Senator lrom Ore­ 
gon to answer my question. 
Dolph—I will answer it in my own tim e, but 
will not stand up to be catechised. I simply 
teli the benator lrom Louisiaua that the propo­ 
sition is preposterous. The Chinese do not ask 
to become citizens or the United .States, but I 
w ill tell the Senator from Louisiana th at the 
people 
of < iregon w ill never raise a hand 
against the Government of tbe United States. 
Tney never will fight against the flag of their 
country. 
Eustis persisted in efforts to have his question 
answered, more directly but without success. 
'1 lieu Morgan took the floor a u d quoted a 
clause from tne Constitution of Oregon restrict­ 
ing suffrage to w hite cilizens. a n d a section 
in m a statute cf that State prohibiting the inter- 
m airiage of whi es and negroes, I n d i a n s or 
Chinese, and closed wiih au exclam ation against 
hypocrisy. 
After urgum ents agaiust the bill by K enna. 
Regan and Butler. Coke o k tal.ed the floor and 
the Senate adjourned.

The most remarkable 
showing; however, relates to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
In the Stale election of 1882 San

T he vote for Governor in 1890 is an in­ 
crease of about 45 per cent, on the votes 
o f 18S2, while the entire increase of the 
popu.ation of San Francisco, according to 
the census, from 1830 to 1890 was 29 per 
cent. 
In a city, then, whose population 
Shows an increase of 29 per cent, from 1880 
to 1890, there is exhibited an increase of 
its voting population of 45 per cent, in 
th e last eight years of that time. 
In the decade between 1880 and 1890 
the population of Yolo county is said to 
have increased but 912. 
Of"these, 812 
were credited to W oodland, leaving prac­ 
tically nothing for the rural districts of 
th at county. There is, however, a gradual 
increase of the votes of that county from 
1879 to 1890, as follows:

creases 30 percent. The whole population 
according to the census of 1890 shows an 
increase of but 0 per cent. 
B utte county, according to the census, 
lost 817 inhabitants between 1880 and 
1890, a decrease of six per cent.

votes at the State elections in Butte county 
ran from 3,426 votes in 1879, to 4,469 votes in 
1890, an increase of over 1,000, which upon 
th e 3,426 votes cast in 1879 is an increase of

Yuba county furnishes a more striking 
instance of the difierence between its vot­ 
ing population and the census of the total 
population.

the Federal Constitution to forbid States 
granting lottery charters or franchises. 
The basis of this wise proposition is the 
declaration th at such grants are to the in­ 
jury of all the people of the Union, cor­ 
rupting youth, stim ulating the spirit of 
gaming and robbing industry, by insidious 
tem ptation, of its hard earnings. The 
Alliance held th at it is the duty of the 
people of the entire country, as well as 
their privilege, to oppose all agencies of 
the lottery order as a m atter of self­ 
defense, and th at the organic law should 
prohibit any member of 
the Federal 
Union from m aintaining lottery-gaming 
institutions that feed upon the thrift of 
the people of the other States. 
The Alliance appointed a committee to 
correspond with all sim ilar organizations 
aud move them and the people generally 
to petition Congress to submit the amend­ 
ment indicated. 
The attack the Alliance 
makes is therefore straightforward, as it 
also is vigorous and couched in terms that 
are unmistakable, and indicate a deter­ 
mined spirit that will not brook refusal. 
This is really the first organized ef­ 
fort of moment outside of the State of 
Louisiana to make war upon the lottery 
gamblers. 
There is reason to believe that 
it will succeed. 
There is not a State in 
the Union, excepting Louisiana, in which 
it would be possible to secure a lottery 
charter from a Legislature. The senti­ 
ment of the people generally is so pro­ 
nounced in antagonism to lottery dealing 
that no body of representatives would 
dare to grant a lottery franchise, even 
though the Constitution of the State did 
not expressly prohibit such legislation. 
It is, therefore, not vain to anticipate that 
if the proposed amendment is submitted 
it will receive the affirmation of all the 
States, excepting only th at one which is 
held beneath the thum b of the most pow­ 
erful lottery corporation of time. 
N or do we believe th at Congress will 
decline to submit the proposition. There 
will be advanced some opposition to the 
scheme—not in friendliness to the lottery, 
but upon the ground th at the proposed 
amendment is a step further towards de­ 
priving the States of inherent rights of 
sovereignty. 
But we do not look upon 
such probable opposition as of much force. 
Governments are what the people choose 
to have them, either by direct action in 
amending the organic law, by acquiescence 
¡D retrograde tendencies or by the revolu­ 
tion of violence. 
The people understand 
clearly that lottery gaming is a nefarious 
business, and, as the Alliance phrases it, 
“grossly unfair, even from the standpoint 
of gamblers.” 
If the people of the several 
States are prepared to surrender the right 
to countenance such an infamous business, 
the amendment will be their expression, 
the declaration of the governed and the 
governing, and therefore one that can be 
safely adopted, and that will not in the 
slighest degree lim it human right that is 
conservative of hum an good.

THE ATTEMPT TO IMPRISON A YOUNG 
GIRL FOE VAGRANCY. 


A ntone Valias’ Conspiracy A gainst Bis 
Stepdaughter Fails—The Girl to 
B ave a Good Borne* 


Georgiana Hendricks, the young girl 
accused by her stepfather, Antone Valias, 
of being a vagrant, wss discharged in the 
Police Court yesterday. City Attorney 
H art made the motion to dismiss the case, 
and took occasion to express his opinion 
of the conduct of Valias. When the latter 
swore to the complaint he claimed to know 
that the girl associated with lewd women, 
and stated that his object was to keep her 
away from such company. Since procur­ 
ing the warrant he has not made his ap­ 
pearance in the Police Court, though the 
ctLse was called twice. 
Mr. Hart remarked that he did not like 
the conduct of Valias, and thought he had 
other motives than rescuing the girl from 
bad company. The latter allegation in the 
complaint was, he believed, untrue, as all 
of the neighbors of Miss Hendricks spoke 
of her as a modest and quiet eirl. 
Hiram Johnson said he had been re­ 
tained as counsel by the girl's guardian, S. 
W. Haynie, and he knew there was noth­ 
ing in the charge made against her. He 
could produce evidence to show that Val­ 
ias’ object was to get control of some 
building and loan stock and a small piece 
of real estate which the girl’s mother had 
left her. The prosecution was a malicious 
one, and he could show that within the 
past month Valias bad attempted to ab­ 
duct the defendant. 
Judge Buckley ordered the case dis 
missed and stated that if Valias had been 
subhenaed to appear in Couit, and if the 
prosecution so wished, the Court would 
have issued an attachment for his arrest. 
Mr. Haynie, the gentleman who bad 
kindly consented to act as Miss Hendricks’ 
guardian, called at the R ecobo Ukion 
office last evening and said that, before as­ 
suming the responsibility of guardian, he 
had made a close inquiry about the girl. 
All that knew her spoke of her as an in­ 
dustrious, well-behaved young person, 
against whom not a word could be said. 
Miss Hendricks herself called upon him 
and related her trouble—how she was be­ 
ing hounded by the man Vallas, and said 
she wished to have some good person act 
as her guardian. He (Mr. Haynie) had 
been recommended to her, and she desired 
him to act as such 
Having satisfied himself that the young 
S'rl's story was true, he promptly assumed 
e responsibility. Mr. Haynie stated that 
Miss Hendricks would henceforth have a 
good home, as she would be adnnted into 
the family of Mr. and Mrs. D. T. Lufkin, 
of Walnut Grove, old and well-known 
residents of this county. 
It would seem that there should be some 
way in which the law could be made to 
reach and punish the man who sought to 
blast this young girl's character and have 
her cast into jail as a vagrant. An attempt 
todo great bodily injury to a person is a 
punishable offense, but here is a case 
wherein it appears that a most malicious 
attempt was made to do irreparable injury 
to a young girl’s character and reputation- 
one from which she could never have hoped 
to recover—and this, too, by one who 
should be the first to protect her from 
harm. 
COWS IE'S WATCH. 
The Victim of Robber Sbinn is Glad to 
Recover Bis Property. 
John Cownie, Jr., who was with the man 
Davis when the latter was robbed near the 
American river by Shinn and Dorsey, the 
notorious highwaymen, and who was also 
despoiled of a watch and some money, 
writes as follows to Chief of Police Drew, 
on havi^ been informed of the arrest and 
confession of the robbers, and of Nelson’s 
discharge. It will be seen that, while 
Cownie does not doubt that Nelson was in­ 
nocent of the crime, he still cannot under­ 
stand how the facts pointed so strongly to 
him as the guilty party: 
Des Moines, Iowa, December Sth. 
Warren F. I>rtw, Chirf of Police, Sacramento. 
Cut.—D e a r Sir : Your kind favor of the 23d 
ultimo duly received. Absence from home has 
prevented an earlier reply. 1’iease forward the 
watch to me by express. There was also a 
silver ehain attached at the time oi the robbery. 
The confession, I presume, is all right, but there 
are a few discrepancies. For instance, the rob­ 
ber “holding the horse." This he did not do. 
But, in the main, it is correct. Mr. Davis was 
Very excited, and emptied his pockets of every­ 
thing. I hesitated somewhat, and it was only 
the clicking of the revolver that brought me to 
the point of delivering. 
While I am much pleased at the thonght of 
recovering my watch—nr,t so much on account 
of Its value, ss of associaiions connected with It 
—sttli the pain that it brings, that an innocent 
person has suffered, robs me eutirely of the 
pleasure I would have felt. 1 was positive of 
that voice, stature, etc. I proposed 10 Mr. Nel­ 
son’s attorney to talk »iih the prisoner pri­ 
vately, that I might better contrast his voice, 
appearance, etc., but this was not acquiesced 
in. I would like to see this man Shinn, and 
know how he simulated that voice and uote his 
Btature, the shape of his head, etc. Also, how it 
wa6 that Mr. Nelson wat nearly two hours in 
going from the saloon to the dairy, as the men 
at the saloon testified and those at the dairy in­ 
formed me of the time of his arrival. 
áincerely thanking you for the interest you 
have taken in the case, and also all the authori­ 
ties for the zeal displayed in behalf of a 
stranger, I can and will bear testimony that 
Bacramento will be peculiarly fortunate if she 
can always command the services of such pains­ 
taking and trustworthy officials.

BE POSTED SHOOTING NEAE OAK PARE 
* 
LAST NIGHT. 


A Man W ho W ss Robbed R elates W hat 
He H eard J a it Before He 
W as H elp Up. 


The driver of one of the Oak Park cars 
told a Record-U nion reporter, late last 
night, that at about 9 o’clock his car was 
boarded near Oak Park by a man whose 
name he could not give, bat whom he had 
known sometime, and who reported that 
he had just been “stood up” in that vicinity 
—in fact, right near the stable at Oak Park 
—by three footpads. 
Under a threat of being killed, he al­ 
lowed them to rob him of what he had, and 
that was only a quarter of a dollar and a 
plug of tobacco. 
But he was more deeply impressed with 
something he heard just a few minules be­ 
fore he met the footpads, than with his 
own adventure. He said he had been to 
the house of a friend in that neighborhood 
to get some grapes, and was on his way 
across the fields toward Oak Park, when he 
heard five or six shots in quick succession 
not far away. Immediately following the 
shois he heard some one cry out: 
“My God! You’ve shot me!” 
He continued on his way. and on reach­ 
ing the terminus of the street railway he 
encouniered the three men referred to. and 
who proceeded to rob him as stated. It 
was quite dark, and he did uot see any 
weapon in the hands of anv cf the men, 
but they ordered him to submit or they 
would kill him. 
V hetber the outcry heard before was 
made by some victim of the thugs, or bv 
one of themselves, he conld not tell, but it 
sounded to him as if made in earnest. 
Considering that scarcely a day or night 
passes without one or more persons being 
robbed, or honses or other buildings plun­ 
dered ; and in view of the small number of 
Eolicemen on dntv at one time (less than a 
all dczen). it would seem to be an excel­ 
lent time for the citizens to organize a vol­ 
unteer force of Deputy Sheriffs and sweep 
the city and suburbs of the gangs of foot­ 
pads and thieves ihat now infest this com­ 
munity. There are plenty of young men 
who would quickly volunteer their serv­ 
ices, 8nd it looks as if they could find some 
pretty lively work to do. 
That there are a number of desperate 
men now operating in about this city there 
can be no doubt. They represent all'grades 
of criminals, trom the commonest sneak 
thief to the foodpad and highway robber, 
who would not hesitate to kill in order to 
get money. This was shown by the attack 
on young Mandeville the other evening on 
a thickly inhabited street, and at an early 
honr. 
There are thefts committed daily and 
nightly of which the police do not hear. 
Some are not reported to the police, and in 
other cases Ihe 'acta are suppressed in the 
hope of catching the guilty parties. 
A few days since a blanker was taken by 
some fellow from a horse tied on the street, 
and yesterday a robe was stolen from a 
doctor's buggy on K street, in front of his 
office. 
The men who commit this class of thefts 
are of the “low down" order of tramps, 
whose first thought is for their bodily com­ 
fort. But there are others more desperate, 
and even the common tramp becomes 
bolder as he succeeds in his petty larcenies. 
Something should be done to rid the city 
and suburbs of these scoundrels. The first 
step in that direction should be to revoke 
the licenses of the numerous dives about 
town that harbor many of the thieves, bat 
that appears to be ask'ing too much, judg­ 
ing from past experience. 
another case of robbery. 
On Tuesday night a gentlemen who re­ 
sides somewhere near Wheatland was in 
this city, and in going to the depot to re 
turn home by the Oregon train he was 
stopped by two men on the foot-bridge 
over China slough. Thev demanded his 
money, and as he did not “shell out” with 
the alacrity desired they set upon him, 
knocked him4own and robbed him of be­ 
tween $S aDd $10. 
The man showed up at the depot with 
various wounds about his head and face, 
where the ruffians had beaten him. He 
left for home without reporting the case to 
the police. 
ONE TOWS AROUSED. 
A telegram from Bakersfield will be 
found in the R ecord Union's news col­ 
umns this morning, stating that County 
Treasurer Baker was knocked down there 
last night and beaten by footpacs The 
official succeeded in killing one of his as­ 
sailants, and the police captured the others 
The citizens at once-held a meeting and 
organized a vigilance committee to rid the 
place of tramps and thieves. Bakersfield 
cannot possibly be more seriously afflicted 
tban Sacramento and some, other towns in 
this part of the State. 
MBS. BULLOCK. 
She Discourses on the Alleged Evl, 
Effects of Tobacco. 
Mrs. Bullock, one of the National Or­ 
ganizers of the Women’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union, delivered a lecture last 
evening at the Ninth-street Baptist Church, 
on the subject. “Save the Boys.” The 
church was comfortably filled with listen­ 
ers, among the number being several min­ 
isters of the different religious denomina­ 
tions in Sacramento. 
Mrs. Bullock devoted about an hour’s 
time to an argument against tobacco in 
every form. She said the sign ofien seen 
in front of a cigar store was that of an In­ 
dian holding a bunch of cigars in his ex­ 
tended hand. To her the savage seemed to 
say: “Yon destroyed us by confiscating 
our lands, but we itave you, as a legacy, 
this little weed, which will in time destroy 
you." 
The use of the weed, she claimed, de­ 
praved morality and led to excess. The 
sabit was not only practiced by boys, but 
of iate seemed to be indulged in by young 
girls and ladies who moved in the' most 
fashionable society. 
The morphine and opium habits were 
explained as following from the use of 
cigarettes. 
Mrs. Bullock asked all present to sign a 
petition which the W. C. T. U. proposed to 
present to the next Legislature, urging the 
passage of a law making it a crime for 
persons to sell tobacco to children under 16 
years of age.

This evening at the Metropolitan Theater 
the distinguished Russian pianist, Vladimir 
de Pacbmann, will give an evening with 
Chopin. We bave already given a sketch 
of his life and of his musical career, which 
has won for him the title, “The Poet of the 
Piano.” In San Francisco his success this 
week was complete, all the press sounding 
his praise more or less. Extracts from the 
San Francisco Bulletin of Tuesday will in­ 
dicate the judgment cf San Francisco con­ 
cerning Pachmann: 
His playing is a revelation. It is a wonder, 
and what puzzles his hearers is how he obtained 
such perfection as a pianist. 
*

* 
To 
be such a pianist as De Pachmann is one must 
have the soul for it. One can readily see that 
De Pachmann is a natural born pianist by his 
awkward mannerisms. The explanation is that 
he is so absorbed in his art as to forget every­ 
thing else while he is playing. He motions and 
even talks to himselt as if to remark that such 
and such a passage was placed, not only to his 
own satisfaction, but to that of others. 
Chopin's music, whether it be a sonata, a 
prelude, a valse, a mazourka or a polcnneise. 
requires the mcst deftliness of handling. It re­ 
quires a light, airy touch combined with that of 
peculiar force and the most decided phases of 
expression and sentiment. 
Vladimir de 
Pachmann combines all these qualifications. 
He has the touch of a woman and the heavy 
stroke of a forgemastw welding a piece of iron. 
The first is of a delicats nature and the latter 
never of a pound, but a straight blow, hitting 
the mark with a certainty of attack and not 
grating, as can be accomplished by what is 
tnown as a chance blow. His execution is 
marvelous, every note being brought out with 
the greatest distinctness, and whether It be in 
single, double, triple or chromatic runs, it is all 
the same. His piano movements are all deli­ 
cately shaded and his fortissimo one9 as clear 
as the tone of a perfect bell. One beauty of his 
playing is the ease with which he accomplishes 
the most difficult runs. There Is no effort. 
There is no living pianist ot the present day 
who can be compared to him in exemplifica­ 
tion ot the mu-ic of Chopin. He seems to be 
Inspired with he music. It is in every vein of 
his tody, and bis tiugeisare the outlet of his 
soul's thoughts. His manipulation of the piano 
is the perfection of art and De Pachmann and 
Chopin seem to have grown together as one. 
Paraphrasing the Moslem adage, it may be said 
that "there is one Chopin, and De Pachmann 
is his prophet." 
Referring to his peculiar mannerism, the 
Chronicle oí Tuesday said: 
It has a tendency to make one laugh, but that 
does not seem to trouble him. We have been 
accustomed to sit soberly and decorously, class­ 
ically, so to speak, and listeu to the piano vir­ 
tuoso. But DePaehman encourages you to en­ 
thuse, with him, over the charming" composi­ 
tion. At first it is distracting, but that effect 
wears off, and one gradually yields to the pian­ 
ist’s undoubted faselaation.

— Though Parnell 
sufleteo míense pain from the effects of the 
inne thrown in hi» eyes yesterday, he was able 
ni midnight to address from the window of the 
\ ietcria Hotel at Kilkenny a large crowd. Dur­ 
ing the address his face was covered with 
bandages. He detailed the events of the day, 
and the c.owd became exasperated at the man­ 
ner in wbich he bad been treated, and maDy 
threats ot vengeai ce were made. 
Thirf morning Parnell's breakfast was served 
tu b ed . A close examination ol his eyes re­ 
vealed the fact that his tight is not injured. 
The surgeon declares, however, that inflamma­ 
tion may set in. 
He ordered •Parnell to keep 
hts eyes closed, and that to t water foments be 
constantly applied 
It, wa» announced this afternoon that the sur­ 
geon attending Parnell fears the injuries to his 
eyes may result iu serious consequences. He 
has given orders that for the prese-nt his patient 
shall remain ia door*. 
Henniosy has expressed to the committee 
having the campaign of his opponent, Vincent 
Scully, iu charge, nis regret for the attack made 
upon Parnell yesterdy. 
in a published interview, Maurice Healy is 
represenrcd as saying that assurance can be 
given i he public ihat no settlementof the politi­ 
cal crisis is possible by arbitration.

He 
says iu part: "Will you give up voui chief to 
the Sazou wolves, or will you ral y around him 
as your fathers did around the men ot ’98, and 
shout, ’No surrender. Hurrah for Parnell, the 
leader ol the Independent Irish party!" Gather, 
men ot Hillside, at St. John’s v\ ell, on Sunday, 
arouud your chief, and burl defiance at his ene­ 
mies and the enemies of your race.’’ 
Purnell 
was interviewed with regard to 
charges teferring to the lund of £10,000 raised 
several years ago fur his benefit. He said ha 
speio it ¡.rnong the workmen of Wicklow, giv­ 
ing 200 mea employment in mines and quar­ 
ries. and which is likely to prove permanent. 
He has neard that the Eearch for a great lode of 
magnetic iron has provtd successful. He re­ 
ferred to the development ol this industry and 
the possible development of coal and iron fi rids 
iu other districts, which would give Ireland a 
great in ustrial future. 


NEGOTIATING FOB A REUNION. 
London, December 17th.—Joseph Chamber­ 
lain made a remarkable speech at the private 
Unionist caucus at Birmingham to night. 
Among other things he said that within a 
week rcrt dn former friends in the Giadstonlau 
party had reopened negotiations with him for a 
reunion, on that basis that Parnell having 
rendered Home Kule impossible, they saw no 
reason why a Liberal reunion should not be 
formed.

CORK CONVENTION. 
Cork, December 17th.—The City and County 
Convention assembled hereto day. The hall in 
wnicb the convention was held was crowded 
w.th delegates and spectators. The name of 
Purnell was greeted with cheers by the dele­ 
gate», but the crowd gToaued at it. 
The Chairman read a telegram from Patrick 
Bgau. givicg instructions for the transfer of his 
shares ot United Ireland stock to McCarthy.

— Dillon and 
O'Connor sent a cablegram to McCarthy to-day 
expressing the deepest regret at the injury to 
Parnell, and stating that language and acts of 
vio ence on both sides will ruin the Irish cause 
in the eyes of Americans, and All the Irish peo­ 
ple here with despair. O'Connor, in an inter­ 
view, said that if Parnell kept on in his present 
stand, eveD if the election was lost at K ilt 
the cause would be irretrievably ruined. 


GLADSTONE DI9CDURAC.ED. 
London. De ember 17th.—Gladstone takes a 
gloomy view of the future of his party. "This 
Parnell business has killed us, I fear," he said 
to a correspondent. "Nothing can wipe out of 
the public mind the fact tnat we have been 
holduig up Parnell for admiration, as a patriot, 
for fire years, and now we are obliged to ca l 
him a rascal, and he abuses us as hvpceritts, 
and tel's all the world our Home Kule is a rank 
imposture.
